TO THE HEADS OF EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS AND ESTABLISHMENTS 

SUBJECT: Distribution of appropriations and authorizations made 
to the President 


1. Purpose . This Circular sets forth procedures concerning appro- 
priations and other authorizations made to the President. This revision, 
which supersedes that of January 26, 1955, (a) brings up to date the list 
of agencies and accounts in paragraph 2, and (b) provides in paragraph 5 
additional instructions for appropriations for which the Bureau of the 
Budget is the coordinating agency. 

2. Coordinating agencies . The following agencies have been desig- 
nated to coordinate or make allocations from the listed appropriations 
and authorizations made to the President:
